Guy Few possesses an extraordinary double lalent. He is both a highly 
acclaimed concert pianist and trumpeter. 

Mp. Few has appeared wilh many of Canada’s major orchestras including 
the Toronto Symphony, Winnipeg Symphony, Edmonton Symphony and the Van- 


couvep Symphony. In each of the past three seasons he lias played over 80 concerls 


asa solo recitalist, in collaboration wilh accordionist Joseph Detric in OPEN LINE, 
and with trombonist Alain Trudel. Mp. Few is Musical Director of the Beaverton 
Summer Acts Festival. During the 1993 summer feslival season he returned fo the 
theatre and played the title role in "AMADEUS" at the Beaverton Festival’s In- 
augural season. He is a regular gues! at summer festivals including the Festival of 
the Sound and the Orford Festival. 

Me. Few isa member of the new chamber music society, MILLENNIUM, 
and is heard regularly on the CBC. He has recorded for the SITE. Musica 
Viva, Amplitude, ibs, and the CEC SM5000 labels. 

Born in Saskatchewan, Guy isa gold medal graduale of Wilfrid Laurier 
University, and holds a fellowship diploma from Trinity College, London, England. 
He has won innumerable prizes for piano and trumpet performances, including the 
CBC Talent Competition, the Canadian Music Competition and the National 
Music Festival. 


Che Anne Loewen, originally from Manitoba, isa gold medal graduate 
of Wilfrid Laurier University where she studied piano wilh Garth Beckett. Her 
aptitude for accompanying led her to the University of Southern California where 
she studied accompanying with Gwendolyn Koldofsky and Brooks Smith and re- 
ceived the award for outstanding accompanist upon hep Master's graduation. She 
had been based in Toronto since I982 and her professional experience includes 
many performances in Toronto, Canada and Europe. She has worked as coach 
and accompanist at the Banff School of Fine Abts, the Elora Festival and the OL 
tawa Summer Vocal Academy. 

She is equally at home partnering singers and instpumentalists and has 


played many times on CBC radio in both chamber dnd art song performances. 
Ms. Loewen is associated with both Wilfrid Laurier University and the University 
of Toronto, where she teaches Lyric Diction and Piand/ Vocal Masterclasses.
